GEN. LEGLERG 8 
KILLED IN CRASH 


Armored Warfare Leader 
in World War II Dies 
as Plane Falls in Sahara 
Desert. 


PARIS, Nov. 28 (AP) — Gen. 

Jacques Leclerc, France's famous 

— 424 warfare leader, was killed 

— an airplane crash in the Sahara 
desert today. 

Air Secretary Andre Maroselli 
said Leclerc’s plane crashed 20 
miles from Colomb-Bechar, 200 
miles south of Oran and near the 
Algeria-Morocco border. It was 
in Africa that Leclerc first gained 
fame in the war against Germany 
and Italy. 

It was understood that 12 per- 
sons were aboard the plane and 
that all were burned to death. 

Leclerc was a nomme de guerre 
the General assumed in World War 
II to shield his wife and six chil- 
dren in the German-occupied zone 
of France from reprisals. 

Hig real name was Count Phil- 
ippe de Hauteclocque. 

One of the youngest and most 
brilliant soldiers of the Fighting 
French, he was inspector general 
of all French North African forces 
at the time of his death, He was 
46 years old only six days ago. 

Leclerc was graduated from St. 
Cyr,the French West Point, as a 
cavalry officer and later returned 
to the school as a teacher. 

During the battle of France, he 
was wounded and captured at 
Lille. He escaped to fight again

INDICTED FOR WAR CRIMES 


Three Field Marshals, 
Admiral Accused by U. S. 
at Nuernberg. 


10 Generals and

NUERNBERG, Germany, Nov. 
28 (AP) — Fourteen German mili- 
tary leaders—three field marshals, 
one admiral and 10 generals — 
were indicted yesterday by the 
United States on charges of 
crimes against peace and hu- 
manity. 

They represent the last of the 
important military figures in the 
German High Command in Amer- 
ican custody whose health enables 
them to stand trial and who have 
not been promised for extradition. 

“The origins, developments and 
background of their crimes may 
be traced through many decades 
of German militarism,” Brig. Gen. 
Telford Taylor, of Chevy Chase, 
Md., chief of counsel for war 
crimes, stated in an indictment. 

The derendants are: 

Field Marshal Wilhelm von 
Leeb, who commanded the Twelfth 
Army, which occupied the Sude- 
tenland, and later an army group 


commander-in-chief in the inva- 
sion of France. ‘ 

Field Marshal Hugo Sperrle, 
who commanded the Condor le 
gion in Spain and later Nazi Air 
Fleet 4 which bombed England 
from its bases in France. 

Field Marshal Georg Karl 
Freidrich Wilhelm von Kuechler, 
who commanded the Eighteenth 
Army and later the Army Group 
North, both in Russia. 

Gen. Johannes Blaskowitz, who 
commanded German forces in The 
Netherlands. 

Gen. Herman von Hoth, com- 
mander of the Fourth Panzer 
Army in Russia. 

Gen. Hans Reinhardt, com- 
mander of the Third Panzer Army 
and later of an army group center 
in Russia. 

Gen. Hans von Salmuth, com- 
mander of the Fifteenth Army in 
the French campaign.

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College Takes Limburger Scent 


Away; Cheese Keeps Same Taste 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

URB „ III., Nov. 28—A cheese 
that has been enjoyed by few and 
snubbed by many may soon find 
the tables reversed. Limburger, 
the choice of the few favored with 
strong constitutions but leas sensi- 
tive noses, can be made without 
the characteristic odor, but it will 
still keep its typical taste. 

Not a “no” was heard nor a 
nose was used as the panel of 
taste testers unanimously ap- 
proved the results of the experi- 
ment carried out by University of 
Illinois dairy students. 

“We believe the secret of this 
initial success lies in complete 
control of the products that went 
into the cheese,” Prof. Stewart L. 
Tuckey said. “From the time the 
milk was pasteurized until the 
cheese was completely ripened, it 
was subjected to the most delicate 
control operations. Thus we were 


able to get the right kind of bac-| 


teria to grow and to produce the 
changes that we wanted. 


“In the past, cheesemaking was 
considered an art, but now it is 
becoming a science, Scientific con- 
trol procedures are replacing the 
recipe type of manufacture. 

“The students used no rule-of- 
thumb method in making ihis 
new limburger. They made use 
of pure bacterial cultures as well 
as the latest chemical tests. We 
can expect that there will be even 
more refinements as further - 
perimental studies progress.” 

Limburger developed by the new 
process is more uniform in flavor, 
and upon ripening it has a desir- 
able consistentcy, and can de 
spread at room temperature, the 
university reports,

No line, however carefully 
drawn, can entirely satisfy the de- 
sires and aspirations of all the 
peoples concerned, We must take 
the broader view and seek to 
establish a frontier which reduces 
irredentist sentiment to a mini- 
mum and promises to be lasting. 
At the same time the frontier 
should not be permitted to become 
a barrier to economic and cul- 
tural intercourse. We believe that 
frontiers between nations should 
cease to divide and embitter, and 
in drawing new frontiers we 
should promote this objective. 

I believe such a frontier is pos- 
sible between Poland and Ger- 
many. Poland ig justly entitled 
to compensation for her wartime 
losses and the United States Gov- 
ernment wishes to honor this ob- 
ligation. We must bear in mind 


under Polish administration has 
long been German and contains 
agricultural resources of vital im- 
portance to the German and Eu- 
ropean economy. In seeking to 
create a democratic and peaceful 
German state we must avoid a 
decision which would deny hope 
to the moderate forces within Ger- 
many and, by violating the prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter to 
which we have all agreed, would 
fail.to win approval in the court 
of enlightened world opinion.

GEORGE RECTOR, CULINARY 
ARTIST OF NEW YORK, DIES 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
George Rector, 69 years old, 
famed Manhattan restaurateur 
who once described himself as 
“the man who changed Broad- 
way,” died Wednesday. He was 
born in Chicago, and was a son of 
the late Charles E. Rector, found- 
er of the original Rector’s in Chi- 
cago and New York. Young Rec- 
tor served his apprenticeship in 


the Chicago restaurant peeling po- 


tatoes, cleaning chickens and do- 
ing other menial chores. 

After two years he went to 
France, where he studied French 
cookery and wines and then re- 
turned to this country to take 
charge of the dining room of the 
New York Rector’s. There, he 
became known as one of the great- 
est of American cooks—a maestra 
of authentic French cuisine and 
expert service, During prohibition 
he lectured and wrote on culinary 
art. In one collection, “The Girl 
From Rector’s,” the famed food 
authority said that he found 
Broadway “a quiet little lane of 
ham and eggs in 1899,“ and “left 
it a full-blown avenue of lobsters,

PROTECTION AGAINST FLU 
VARIANT IN ARMY VACCINE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
Something new has been added to 
the influenza vaccine which is be- 
ing given to army troops at home 
and abroad. It is a new strain of 


Fort Monmouth, N.J., last year 
after an outbreak of the disease 
there. 

It's a so-called “variant” of In- 
fluenza A, one of the two most 
common types of flu. The other 
common type of the disease is In- 
fluenza B. 

The vaccine used in the Army a 
year ago contained virus materials 
designed to afford protection 
against the known strains of influ- 
enza A and B. But, after the new 
strain was isolated the Army’s 
epidemiological board recommend- 
ed that the virus of that particular 
family also be incorporated into 
flu vaccine purchased for the 
troops this year.

This is the somber warning 
sounded by German Judge Ernst 
Alfred Schneider of Frankfurt’s 
de-Nazification court. 

The judge in a serious, ana- 
lytical article in the American- 
licensed Tagesspiegel, currently 
one of the best newspapers in 
this country, sees a combination 
of forces at work here now very 
similar to those which destroyed 
the 1 republic and brought 
Adolf Hitler to power. 

Schneidér believes that the 
minority genuine democrats \are 
being crippled at every turn 
bureaucratic courts, industrialists 
and even churches and univer- 
sities among which, he says, 
Nazis have a firm if undetected 
role, 

These “Neo-Nasis,”. he saya, are 
using every means to preserve 
Hitler's ideas and sabot the 
growth of a new peaceful Ger. 
many, Industrialists, he adds, 
fear possible reforms and are op- 
posing labor in the same way 
they did when supporting Hitler. 

Influence on 

Universities are still filled, he 
\declares, with men who taught 
Hitler’s views, whose current jibes 
at “democracy” still are received 
with delight by students. In 
many cases, universities r 
the “domain” of the arrogant of- 
ficer class that led the Nazi 
armies, 

Government offices, he says, 
are shot through with Nazis who, 
benefiting from the slogan that 
“experts cannot be replaced,“ 
have retained their positions. 

The unofficial brotherhood of 
black marketeers has a_ similar 
part now to the * exercised in 
the Weimar days ty Freikorps“ 
or reactionary marching societies 
from which the Nazi party grew 
directly. 

The black market, he says, is 
the only outlet for restless youth 
who seek big earnings and quick 
promotions that they found in the 
| Freikorps after the last war. 


| A whispering campaign is the 
biggest weapon of “neo-Nazis,” he 
writes. It falls on ready ears. 

“Rumors among women in 
queues are the same in Hamburg, 
Cologne, Frankfurt and Munich,” 
according to Schneider. They all 
knew exactly that German butter 
can be bought in England and 
that every sack of cement for ex- 
port actually is German sugar.” 
| The reply, he says, is always 
the stock quotation: We would 
have plenty to eat if the Allies 
hadn't taken everything.” 

Among the ordinary people, he 
declares, there is no longer any 
criticism of “war criminals” and 
“big Nazis“ for starting the war, 
but only for losing it. The bes- 
tiality of concentration camps is 
being offset by constant refer- 
ences to Allied air war which 
destroyed German cities. 

The Nurenberg verdict is being 
nullified by often baseless stories 
of “violations of International 
Law” by one or more of the oc- 
cupying power. Rumors of new 
war preparations top the list of 
whispered reports, he says. 

Honest Men Im 


pugned. 

A few honest German officials 
who are battling the mass of 
red tape and stagnation are lab- 
eled “corrupt”, the whispering 
campaign which refers always to 
the “efficiency” of the Prussians 


under Hitler when things were 


done “neatly and quickly.” 
Schneider considers informed 
Germans themselves as the only 
means of halting this disastrous 
tendency. Allied force, he says, 
will defeat its own ends if it is 
applied too freely, s 
Allied investigators have re- 
ported such general trends re- 
cently only to be labeled “over- 
zealous, or frightened.” Seldom 
has a middle-of-the-road German 
painted such a dismal picture.

ment t for them when wage 
negotiations start.” 

The Journal made no other ref- 
erence to 1948 wage talks. This 
was its first reference since the 
present contract was signed last 
July 7. The current agreement 
runs through June 30, and pro- 
vides that either party will give 
60 days’ notice of intention to 
terminate or amend, as required 
under the Taft-Hartley law. There- 
fore, the first notice would come 
about next May 1. 

The contract provides also that 
it can be terminated on 30 days’ 
notice. There are no indications 
now that Lewis intends to ask for 
a reopening next March or April, 
the usual time for wage negotia- 
tions in the industry for many 
years prior to 1947.

ONSIDERING how comfort- 
able a neighbor Canada has

The relationship between 
the Dominion and this country 
has been held up to the world as 
the closest approximation of a 
Damon and Pythias friendship 
that the family of nations could 
boast. 

The unfortified border that 
stretches for thousands of miles 
between the two countries and the 
peace that has existed between 
them are considerations that 
merit a feeling of deep pride on 
the part of both peoples. In a 
world torn by conflicting ideolo- 
gies and rendered desperate by 
fear and hunger, mankind has an 
urgent need for the harmonious 
example of these great democ- 
racies living ‘side by side in amity 
and mutual esteem. 

But continued friendship and 
admiration, even among such good 
neighbors as the United States and 
Canada, cannot be expected to last 
forever without . understanding. 
Unfortunately, this phase of our 
relations has been neglected by 
both countries. The fault has been 
one of omission, rather than of 
commission. Each hag been too 
prone to take for granted the 
friendship of the other. Both 
would seem to be equally lax in 
this respect. At least, that is the 
conclusion reached after a two- 
year study by the Canadian-United 
States Commission on Education, 
recently made public by the Amer- 
ican Council on Education, 
Educators Blame History Books. 

The educators blame history 
textbooks for the lack of closer 
understanding between the two 
democracies. They have ascer- 
tained that history books used in 
the elementary and high schools 
of both Canada and the United 
States give a “fragmentary, inade- 
quate and sometimes wholly er- 
roneous impression” of the rela- 
tionship between the two.

If I thought the Colum- 
bia River valley would wind up in an- 
other authority similar to TVA, I 
would never vote another dime for 
your basin. ... The Missouri Valley 
Authority and the Columbia Valley 
Authority are dead as a dodo... I 
want it understood that I'm going to 
do the best I can to see that private 
enterprise (in the power field) gets a 
fair break. 


Since the TVA has been established 
as a growing institution only 14 years, 
it is easier to assess results by taking 
for comparison a long established re- 
gional authority of similar nature—the 
Hydro of Ontario. The Hydro-Electric 
Power Commission of Ontario was es- 
tablished by legislative act in 1906; and 
in spite of a quarter-century of more 
bitter opposition than TVA has ever 
known, by 1946 it owned and operated 
55 hydro-electric generating plants and 
was distributing current at cost to 924 
municipalities — cities, towns, villages 
and rural districts—which in turn were 
distributing to consumers without profit. 
The system is self-supporting except that 
the public pays half the cost of lines 
into rural communities. 


* * * 


For a long time Ontario was a one- 
industry country—farming; and in the 
decade from 1890 to 1900 nearly every 
farm county showed a decrease in pop- 
ulation. The province as a whole gained 
only 2% per cent in population in that 
Gecade, while Iowa gained 16 per cent. 

Iowa gained nearly seven times as fast 
fh population the last decade of the past 
¢gentury as did Ontario. Ontario gained 
six times as fast as Iowa the next 45 

Coal, petroleum and natural gas 
explain the rapid growth of some states 
pear Ontario; but Ontario is short on 
these products, and the rapid growth 
must be attributed chiefly to the public 
ownership and rapid development of 
hydro-electric power. 

There is an “authority” in Mr. Jen- 
sens district, the southwest Iowa. Here 
tie Iowa Power & Light Co. of Des 
Moines is the leading company in the 
power field; but it is a subsidiary of the 
North American, which also controls 
the Des Moines Electric, Iowa Union 
Biectric, Mississippi River Power, Kan- 
eas. Power and Light, Missouri Power 
and Light, Union Electric of Missouri, 
Iflincis-lowa Power, Wisconsin Electric, 
Wisconsin Gas and Electric, and Cleve- 
land Electric. This “authority” makes 
a rather poor showing in rates in com- 
parison with Hydro of Ontario.

In this age the biggest factor in bulld- 
ing up a varied line of industries scat- 
tered widely over the country, to keep 
the population from drifting to congest- 
ed centers, is abundant electric power 
at bedrock prices, which only regional 
or valley authorities have been able to 
accomplish. 

Most worthwhile advances in human 
progress have met strong opposition; 
and the growing number of opponents 
of regional authorities may merely in- 
dicate the growing strength of these 
movements which are becoming wor)ld- 
wide. Mr. Jensen's verbal blast against 
valley authorities may help the TVA and 
also MVA and other authorities in the 


making.

We Need the DPs 


is high time people in the United States 
began to think of admitting displaced persons 
from Europe, not so much as a favor to these 
homeless unfortunates, but as a great favor to 
this country. The blunt fact is that there are 
parts of the United States which are sorely in 
need of the DPs as new a eh to replace 
crippling losses. 

As everyone knows, the North Central states 
comprise the national breadbasket. They are 
the granary of this country—to a large extent 
they are the granary of the world; In the seven 
years since 1940, these states have lost popula- 
tion, according to official current census com- 
putations, as follows:

North Dakota 

South Dakota 

Wisconsin — ——ñ ü —— 99,528 


To come closer to home, Missouri and Kan- 
sas also have lest population, the former 119,912 
and the latter, 20,659. Add the "Missouri and 
Kansas losses to those, of the six states in the 
table and we have à total of more than 800,000. 
And if we add in the 229,416 out-state migration 


- from the mountain states, such as Colorado and 


Wyoming, the figure goes above 1,000,000. 

Americans who have served with the occu- 
pation in Germany. are impressed at the ad- 
vanced years of the men and women who labor 
in the fields, often in the role of beast of bur- 
den as well as plowman and mower. Do these 
Americans know what the average age of a 
farmey is in North Dakota? Well, it is 60 years. 
In the other states of the great wheat growing 
area the average age mounts close to this ob- 
viously , dangerous figure. In Colorado, for ex- 
ample, it is 57. 

How has this come about? Have all the farm- 
ers suddenly grown much older? The answer 
is as simple as it is tragic for the affected re- 
gions. The young men and women have walkéd 
out. They went away as boys and girls to the 
war, either to the armed services or wartime 
work, and they have not come back. What is 
more, most of them are not coming back. Tech- 
nological changes in agricultural methods are 
a factor but they do not in themselves account 
for the migration. 

This is something which could be foreseen— 
which, in fact, was foreseen. Four years ago, 
Joseph Kinsey Howard, in “Montana: High, Wide 
and Handsome,” declared that World War I had 
left his state “bankrupt in land, money and men” 
and that the effects of World War II “may be 
worse.” By 1942 warplant migration had brought 
many Montana towns and some cities to “the 
verge of collapse.” 

The openings which are thus left on farms, 
milk routes and dairies, in blacksmith shops, 
farm machinery agencies and small-town busi- 
nesses are waiting today to be filled by many 
thousands of Europe’s displaced persons. Men 
and women and children of Europe will be im- 
mediately at home on this land. They will be 
at home just as years ago many of their people 
came to the states of the Missouri and upper 
Mississippi valleys and were at home on the 
virgin plains. 

Esthonians, Latvians, Lithuanians, Poles, 
Yugoslavs, Hungarians — these are the chief 
groups from which displaced persons for the 
United States would be selected. All of them 
Most of them. know the 
rigors of winter and how to take care of them- 
selves if given half a chance. Those from the 
Baltic countries, in particular, are ideally suited 
to take over as farm hands and other agricul- 
tural workers in the area whose population is 
smaller with each passing day. 

The Stratton bill for admission of a 100,000 
displaced persons a year for four years died 
in the regular session of Congress. When the 
issue comes up again, the argument should be 
more than humane treatment of the DPs. It 
should be downright need for them in stricken 
portions of the United States. 

Gov. Youngdahl’s commission of agricultural, 
labor, religious and welfare representatives in 
Minnesota, Gov. Aandahl's similar commission 
in North Dakota are signs that the area is be- 
ginning to wake up. Facts and figures are 
needed. Let these commissions go to Congress 
with enough evidence of what population losses 
are doing and the number of DPs who can be 
accommodated, and the next handling of the 
Stratton bill will be a different story. 

The DPs need. America, but no more than 
America needs the DPs. The National ‘Citizens 
Committee on Displaced Persons could not neve 
a sounder appeal for action.

Representative Gearhart of California wants 
to remove 20,000,000 persons from the low- in- 
come tax brackets. He would do this by rais- 
ing exemptions and cutting back the tax rate. 
The operation would cost the Treasury some 
$9,700,000,000. To compensate in part for the 
loss, Mr. Gearhart would impose a 10 per cent 
manufacturers’ excise tax to raise $6,700,000,000, 

The idea is bad from several points of view. 
First, the income tax is based on ability to pay 
and is, therefore, the ideal form of taxation. 
Second, it has been argued with cogency for 
years that the income tax gives citizens an im- 
mediate sense of a stake in government. This 
is not true of hidden taxes. Third, a manufac- 
turers’ excise tax would increase costs—and add 
to the inflationary disease that now spreads 
throughout the country.

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A Pair of Legal Poapholes 


Two old dodges used in criminal defense in 


Missouri should be stricken down once and for 
all by the State Supreme Court's drafting com- 
mittee on criminal] practice and procedure. 

One is the device of mandatory severance by 
which defendants jointly indicted obtain sep- 
arate trials and string prosecution out over 
months and years during which witnesses be- 
come forgetful, move away or die (sometimes by 
violent means). 

The other is the mandatory continuance for 
the defendant who hires a member of the Legis- 
lature as counsel, This ruse is also yrorked to 
delay trial. 

The question of joint or separate trials should 


be determined by the Judge who can be expect- 
ed to know which will serve the cause of jus- 
tice. So should the court determine the con- 
tinuance of a case with a legislator-lawyer. 

If the drafting committee does its duty, the 
Supreme Court doubtless will follow its lead. 
Let's rid our criminal procedure of these an- 
client loopholes. . 
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Freedom Means Peace 
“Colonialism means war,” said Franklin 
Roosevelt, and the French, who have partly 
learned it, are completing their knowledge the 
hard way in Indochina, as the Dutch are doing 
in Indonesia and the Chinese in Formosa. The 
two-year-long war of the French republic against 
the Indochinese rebels is costing that almost 
bankrupt country $1,000,000 a day, with 100,000 
troops in the field. Though this is only about 
one-third enough, it is all that France can afford, 
and the situation therefore is at stalemate. 
France has recognized the ferment for free- 
dom that is going on in Asia. With India, the 
Philippines and Burma independent, other coun- 
tries are demanding freedom, among them Ma- 
laya and Korea. But the French recognition was 
of the divide-and-rule, string-attached variety. 
Annam and Tonkin were to be one free state 
and Cochin China another, both within the 
French Union. The Indochinese want one: free 
state, including rich Cochin China, and no 
French-Union strings attached. It is over just 
that difference that this colonial war has been 
continuing for the past year and a half. 
France is understandably reluctant to turn its 
back on its billion-dollar investment and on the 
rice, rubber, coal and tin which made Indo- 


china one of the jewels of its imperial repub- 


licanism. But the tides of history are running 
against imperialism, and France should be 
realistic. 

England, seldom reproached for want of prag- 
matism, saw the course of history in India and 
Burma and bowed to it. France, which needs 
this country’s help, will strengthen American 
opinion in its favor if it will grant complete 
freedom to a united Indochina—just as China. 
which also needs American aid, can strengthen 
its position by abandoning the bloody, medieval 
course of empire which it is pursuing in stricken 
Formosa.

Poland, Police State 


A grim picture of present-day Poland is 
sketched by Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, self-exiled 
leader of that country’s Peasant party. Mikolaj- 
czyk, who has just arrived in America, says his 
country is ruled by a totalitarian Communist 
dictatorship. There are 230,000 security police 
and 100,000 additional volunteers. Political 
trials are being held under military tribunals 
and the jails are full. “Prisons,” he says, “are 
the first things to be built.” 

It was promised by Stalin at Teheran that 
Poland would have free elections. When the 
“free elections” were held, they were accom- 


‘panied by wholesale corruption and terrorism. 


All anti-Soviet elements were overwhelmed by 
the Red machine. Mikolajezyk, great patriot 
and former Vice Premier, stayed there for a 
while at the risk of his life, but finally escaped. 

The unhappy country which was conquered 
by Hitler in 1939 is now suffering from a dif- 
ferent form of slavery. It is a police state 
where a man cannot call his soul his own. Here

Just a Little Thin on Top 
An ordinance which a Huntington (W. Va) 
councilman has introduced, limiting the price 
for cutting bald-headed men’s hair to 25 cents, 


brings up a question which can be argued back 


and forth and probably will. Just what degree 
of absence of hair does it take to make a man 
bald-headed? 

Edgar Saltus refers to the high foreheads 
which are said to denote intelligence by those 
who have them, but he does not say how far 
back a high forehead continues to be a high 
forehead and past what dividing line it becomes, 
instead, active baldness. We have seen some 
high foreheads that went half-way back to the 
nape of the neck, but we have not seen anyone 
who could say whether this represented a mild 
case of baldness or acute case of intelligence. 

Among ineluctable questions, “When is a 
man bald?” ranks right in there with “Which 
comes first, the chicken or the egg?” If it has 
not been solved in the libraries and the univer- 
sities—and it hasn’t—we do not think it is go- 
ing to be solved in the barber shops. 

There will be, first of all, the customer who 
is not really bald at all, but who is very eco- 
nomical, and who will demand the 25-cent hair- 
cut. There will be first, last and always the 
really bald men who would rather pay any 
amount than be classified as bald, and who 
may be hurt irremediably if the barber doesn’t 
overcharge them. 

For them, the difference is not the price of 
a haircut—it is the price of reassurance that 
they look o.k. And for whom isn’t that worth it? 
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The Squeak in Gravesend 


“Oh, what a beautiful morning” said the con- 
gratulatory message from Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter Morrison to Sir Richard Acland, winner of 
the by-election in the Gravesend constituency.

Grave Need for U. S. Aid 


Nevertheless, while it would be folly to 
underrate the tribulations confronting 
France, it would be equally foolish to over- 
look the elements of national strength and 
vitality which are manifest even now. 


Whatever difficulties Robert Schuman 
may encounter, the fact remains that Schu- 
man himself received the votes of virtually 
every party in France except the Commu- 
nists—an impressive majority of more than 
two thirds of the Assembly, running the 
gamut from Socialists to Gaullists. 


The impulse toward unity is there be- 
neath the squabbling and the bargains— 
just as under the present critical state of 
French production lies a national economy 
which is basically sound and balanced, one 
which requires no miracles to be restored 
to strength and vigor. 

France needs aid from the United States. 
She also needs to harness the spirit that 
went into the vote for Schuman to the 
workaday uses of government, to meet the 
Communists boldly on every front with a 
demonstration that the great majority of 
the nation abhors the assault which that 
party is making against France and is de- 
termined, as a free people, to repel it. 


The task will not be an easy one, but 
the will to succeed is manifest. It is the

Pioneer Answer to Housing Shortage 
Floyd C. Shoemaker, Secretary, State Historical Society of Missouri, Columbia 


The sun was just showing over the tree- 
tops and the morning dew clung moist and 
fragrant on the bushes in the forest when 
the first guests turned their wagons into 
the cleared lot where Sam and Sarah Daw- 
gon planned to “raise” their house, The 
hewed logs were piled carefully for the oc- 
casion, and under the trees a quilt in a 
frame was ready for quilting. All was in 
readiness for the “party.” 

Although raising a house was strictly a 
man's business, the women always gath- 
ered at the same time either to pick wool, 
peel apples or quilt, and to prepare the 
enormous meal for the men. The crowd 
worked until noon, when the men sat down 
to an improvised tabie groaning with good 
food. Usually the guests contributed their 
specialty to the menu, particularly venison 
and wild turkey. 

In the afternoon, when the men had had 
a swig of “corn likker“ to make their meal 
“set,” work was resumed. Much rivalry 
existed among the men in regard to their 
building skill, but the spirit was one of 
giving and sharing—helping a neighbor— 
and what might have been tedious work 
for one man was turned into a merry oc- 
casion with few backaches and much 
laughter. Thus was a house built in a day. 

But the modern home-seeker need not 


sigh for the “good old days.” The pioneer 
was able to solve his housing problem 
easily because of the co-operation of his 
neighbors and because his house was the 
simplest of dwellings. Neither beautiful 
nor comfortable, its one artistic value was 
that it was appropriate to its surroundings. 

The first American houses, built with- 
out glass, nails, metal hinges or locks, had 
no provision for admitting light save an 
open door, although some of the pioneers 
cut in a window. The walls were made of 
horizontal logs “chinked” with mud as a 
protection from the elements. Most cabins 
had dirt floors, although some had pun- 
cheon floors. A house-raising dance usual- 
ly served for pleasure and to pack down 
dirt floors or smooth the wooden ones. 

Fireplaces were commonly made of sticks 
and mud with unwieldy, crooked chimneys 
which filled the room with smoke, while 
fireplaces made of stone or lime mortar 
belonged only to the well-off pioneer. 

Privacy was an unknown heaven, for the 
one-room cabins served every purpose—in 
it the family slept and dressed and cooked 
and ate and entertained their company. 
But we should not lose Bight of the fact 
that the pioneer did not always build to 
stay, for he had a wandering spirit and a 
strong urge to push farther west.

The motion picture seems to be the ideal medium ot melo- 
dramas of mood and suspense, such as the murder mystery or

Here 
again blanket cloth does valiant 
duty as a crib blanket, which 
turns into a slumber jacket at 
the top. Ties and a slide fastener 
are used on the jacket. Ties also 
are attached to the top oe the 
blanket along the sides and at the 
foot—these for attaching around 
the spindles of the crib to hold 
the cover in place, This cover 
can be used with or without addi- 
tional crib blankets, as the tem- 
perature in the room dictates, 
Better grades are fully pre- 
shrunk, and all are easily wash- 
able, of course.

Examination

HE cancer campaigns are 
T serving a very useful purpose 

in making us all more cancer 
conscious. More and more pa- 
tients are reporting to their phy- 
sicians for a so-called “cancer ex- 
amination.” Although cancer oc- 
curs more frequently in certain 
parts of the body than others, 
a good “cancer examination” 
means a good, careful and thor- 
ough physical examination. This 
cancer alertness on the part of 
both the physician and the pa- 
tient has led to a very conspicu- 
ous increase in the diagnosis of 
early cancers. This is very grati- 
fying because most cancer patients 
may be cured if the cancer is 
diagnosed early, and treatment 
promptly started. 

(Q.) Does a rapid pulse indicate 
a bad heart? 

Answer: A rapid pulse may be 
indicative of too much exercise, a 
nervous state, or a bad heart, The 
least common of the causes is a 
bad heart. 

The reason for the rapid beat 
after exercise is obvious. The 
heart has more work to do, and 
so it is required to beat faster to 
take care of this added burden. 
In the nervous state the heart is 
usually perfectly normal, it is the 
nerve supplying it that is over- 
active, and this overactivity is 
then conducted to the heart, This 
has been likened to a horse and 
whip, the horse representing the 
heart, and the whip the nerve, If 
you whip a horse he runs faster. 
This does not mean that there is 
anything wrong with the horse, it 
is the whip that is at fault. The 
horse is just responding normally 
to the stimulation. And so it is 
with the heart in a nervous state, 
the heart is normal, but just re- 
sponding to the increased stimu- 
lation, 

In the rapid pulse with a 
diseased heart, the increased rate 
is due to the fact that the heart 
being diseased, cannot work as 
hard or forcibly as normal, Hence 
it beats faster to make up for this 
decrease in efficiency. The rapid 
heart may occasjonally result from 
increased irritability (sensitivity) 
of the heart muscle, 

Observation and study will indi- 
cate which of the various causes 
is at fault, Treatment will then, 
of course, depend on the under- 
lying cause.

Now Take Trains—You Can Have Them 


They Run Late, Roadbeds Are Bumpy, Food Is Sickly, and Sleep Is Almost Impossible

DISGRUNTLED, disheveled, 

troubled traveler named Ber- 

nard DeVoto returned from 
a trip by rail last spring, glared 
angrily at the station clock, the 
hands of which had slid several 
hours past the time he was sched- 
uled to arrive, hurried to the 
nearest typewriter, and wrote 
some nasty notations concerning 
what he thought of train travel. 
The results were subsequently 
printed in Harper’s magazine and 
the Reader’s Digest. 

We were sorry that DeVoto took 
this attitude and action, sorry be- 
cause it prevented us from giving 
vent to identical indignation, or 
at least some thoughts along the 
same track. But since then we 
have had the misfortune to take a 
short trip by rail and our emo- 
tions on the subject again have 
come to a boil, burning and bitter 
as the dining car coffee. 

No one, least of all this skep- 
tical ad reader, expected that 
those glamor hostelries on wheels, 
complete with culinary caravan, 
hot pastrami on flaming swords 
beauty salons, television an 
Mickey Mouse, would materialize 
right after the war. It did not 
seem too much, however, to hope 
that there would be small = 
a smoothing of a rocky road 
here, a smoothing of a lumpy 
cream gravy there, just some lit- 
tle improvements even as there 
were in daily living everywhere. 
But aside from the change from 
standing room only to seats for 
everyone, none of these has ma- 
terialized, 

Take the food on trains, for 
instance; that is, take it if you 
have a cast-iron stomach, Our 
enthusiasm for air travel was a 
case of love, not at first flight, 
but at first bite.

HE small civil war in Kashmir

Mahatma 
Ghandi’s non-resistance was con- 
vincing when used against the 
British. They would not crush out 
the lives of men and women who 
stretched themselves across the 
roads. But even the Mahatma, 
greatest of all Indians, and of all 
time one of the supreme personal- 
ities, has confessed the possible 
failure of his life’s guiding prin- 
ciple, non-resistance, now that In- 
dians, in the frenzy of their fa- 
natical faiths, tear at each other. 

Life must go on, Liberty will 
never remain quiet while chained. 
But the price being paid by the 
innocent Moslems and Hindus for 
what their leaders so casually’ en- 
visioned is almost more than 
human society can er. 

I hold in my hand the story of 
the Vale of Kashmir. Once I saw 
the Maharajah Sir Hari Singh, 
Hindu ruler of millions of Mo- 
hammedans, go booming down his 
ancestral river, surrounded by in- 
finite squalor and infinite riches, 
Nowhere else in the world has the 
contrast been so great and so 
tragic. Now the ruler may flee for 
his life while a million other lives 
are tortured and destroyed. 


Chiefly this is the 1 n we 
learn, Freedom is the goal, but 
leading to it there is no easy

TRANGE isn’t it, but there are 
still literally thousands of 
cooks who can’t make the 
grade when they try to produce 
the oldest, simplest, and most pop- 
ular of dessetts—custard—plain, 
baked or boiled. A first thing to

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watch is the beating of the eggs— 
remember that slight beating is 
just enough to thoroughly mix the 
yolks and whites, not enough to 
make them thickened and full of 
foam. Eggs that are slightly 
beaten produce more perfect co- 
agulation than those that are well 
beaten. Whole eggs—which are 
used in baked custard—coagulate 
at a temperature between 149 and 
158 degrees F. which is consider- 
ably below the temperature of boil- 
ing water. Cooking much above 
the mentioned temperature is the 
first cause for flunking the job. 
This is why the cups are set in 
enough water to come almost up 
to their tops. If most of the cup 
sticks up above water, then the 
custard is baking at the tempera- 
ture of the oven rather than that 
of the water in the pan. As a 
result, the over-baked custard has 
@ porous, tough texture and 
“weeps” or is watery. Another 
chance for failure is in letting 
the custards remain in oven un- 


til a knife inserted in center comes 
out clean. At this point, custard 


is over-cooked, It is a far better 
practice to shake the custard and 


if a half inch or so in the center 
is still semi-liquid, there is enough 


heat in cup to finish cooking this 
center after custard is removed 
from oven. This method of check- 
ing also eliminates the ugly gash 
in center. Remove cups from 
water to cake rack so they will 
cool from the bottom as well as 
sides. 


Baked Custard. 

One quart milk, one half cup 
sugar, one fourth teaspoon salt, 
four eggs, N slightly, one 
teaspoon vanilla, butter, nutmeg 
or cinnamon.

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Scald milk with sugar and salt, 
stir slowly into beaten eggs and 
add vanilla. Strain into custard 
cups or a large baking dish, dot 
with butter and add a dash or 
two of nutmeg. Set cups in a 
shallow pan of hot water to come 
up almost to top of cups. Set on 
center rack in oven and bake at 
325 degrees Fahrenheit (moder- 
ately slow) until done, about 30 
minutes. (This short baking time 
is possible only if the custard mix- 
ture is actually hot when poured 
into the cups and placed in the 
oven.) Just before baking time 
is up, begin to test for doneness, 
and continue baking only yntil 
custard tests done. Don’t over- 
bake. Shake custard cup—half 
inch in center should be semi- 
liquid. Custard may be served 
with some dessert sauce in indi- 
vidual dessert dishes or eaten di- 
rectly from cups.
